Scratth pens are great things, but not a necessity in 
this mild climate where fowls are never housed for 
warmth. They are made to exercise fowls by making 
them scratch in litter for hidden bits of grain and seeds. 
One way to make a pen is to fence in whatever amount 
of land desirablé with boards a foot and a half high; 
that is, put a tight board fence a foot and a half high 
around the amount of ground you wish to use, and 
throw in a lot of straw, or any clean litter. The fence 
keeps the litter from being scattered about as the hens 
scratch. When it is inconvenient to take room for a 
scratch pen, in dry weather one may plow deep or spade 
the soil of the yard in one corner, after having raked 

off all rubbish and manure; then if he puts the quart of 
seeds thinly over the surface and plows them lightly in, 
or rakes them in, the hens will have a fine exercise. If 
any seeds germinate in the sojl ere they are found, and 
come to a fowl in the milk state, they are greatly appre- 
ciated.

Head Lice on Chicks. - 


Don’t wait till little chicks begin to droop before at- 
tending to the head lice that are quite sure to visit them. 
A little chick is almost sure to get a head louse, no mat- 
ter how clean all her environments may be. As soon 
as the mother hen begins to run with the chicks is the 
time to hunt the things. At night when nesting under 
the mother, go carefully to her and tenderly take out 
each chick. Take it for granted that a louse nit is on 
its head, and put a bit of table oil or any unsalted grease 
on the top of its head, and under its bill. Nits perish in 
oil or grease. If the nit hatches, the louse bores into 
the head of the chick and saps its blood, when it will 
begin to droop and lag, atid in a few days will lie dead 
by the night nesting-place. In a week, grease the heads 
again at night lest they have collected nits again. The 
third greasing is sometimes necessary. 


Scratchings. 


Having perches high, obliging heavy fowls ‘to fly 
down on a hard floor, will cause a swelling of the feet 
called bumble foot. If the perches are lowered the 
swelling will go down some, but never disappear. Two 
feet is high enough for fowls to perch—in a draft-proof 
house. 

The poultry supply house has the neatest of devices 
for feeding little chicks, the “chick feed.”

Dresden, the Bilz Sanatorium 
near the same city, and the celebrated Kneipp institu- 
tion at Woerishofen, form of themselves pretentious 
and picturesque villages. We have nothing like them 
in this country, outside of the great Battle Creek estab- 
lishment in Michigan, which leads the worl, to which 
may perhaps be added Dr. Walter’s sanatorium in 
Pennsylvania. 

While methods of treatment differ somewhat at these 
institutions, there is a similarity running through them, 
the main features being hydropathy, simple vegetarian 
diet and sun and air baths. The Kneipp method differs 
somewhat from the others, in that he advocated the 
free use of herbal remedies, which is simply a modifi- 
cation of drug treatment. He also made a great point 
of going barefoot in water and snow. He advocated the 
use of beer, which a majority of hygienists will not con- 
sider wise.
